The Final Vote 


By nearly a 2 to | margin, the voters of Marquette decided that 
their school should become a Class I district for students in kinder- 
garten through the eighth grade. The effictive date was June 1, 1994. 

The vote was held at a special meeting on September 9, 1993 in 
the Marquette school gymnasium with 204 in favor of reclassifica- 
tion and 107 against. 

The proposition the voters faced was this: Should Marquette's 
District 1 school discontinue the high school, grades 9 through 12, 
at the close of the 1993-94 school year and become a Class I school 
district, K-8, on June 1, 1994? 

In order to pass, 55 percent of the voters present had to support 
the proposition. The final tally was well above that. 

At the time of the vote, Marquette had 102 students in kindergar- 
ten through the 12th grade. Twenty-eight students were in grades, 
9 through 12 and that figure was expected to be one less the 
following year. They should be easily absorbed into the neighboring 
high schools. 

Clayton Nelson, president of the board, said the big margin in the 
vote made the outcome easier on the board. "I'm glad, whatever the 
decision is, it's a big margin. And I'm glad it's over," he said. 

A second vote was taken to determine if the school should 
contract out the seventh and eight graders to the area schools of Polk- 
Hordville, Aurora, Hampton and Central City. The vote of 170 to 
158 was in favor of contracting out the seventh and eight graders. 

Superintendent Holt said the vote came as no surprise to him or 
probably the town's residents. “It was the most economical way of 
handling the business for the new school," he said.

CELEBRATE 





The Beginning: 
1884-1919 


It began in the 1880's. A small Nebraska com- 
munity started with an even smaller rural school. From 
this passive setting blossomed the pride and closeness 
known to the Marquette Cubs. 

The history of the Marquette Cubs will live 
forever as the high school closes, but we will forever 
hold the memories that we most cherish. In the proceed- 
ing pages, we recall both the history and the memories 
that grew with Marquette High School through the 
century. 

The history of MHS first began in 1884. Not 
much is known of the beginning of Marquette High. We 
have little information to work with during this time 
period. Julia Shaneyfelt Hanson, class of 1919, is one 
of the few remaining graduates of this time period that 
was able to send us information concerning the atmo- 
sphere of the newly formed high school. 


I attended Marquette High School from 1911 atage 11, 
to 1919 when I graduated. After graduation, Mr. 
Smeckly (the principal at that time) told me that if] were 
to go to college and get my teaching degree, he wanted 
me to come back and teach in Marquette. His wife was 
teaching at the time, but she wanted to quit. If] agreed 
to go to college, she would Stay in her teaching position 
until I got my degree. 

After attending Kearney State Normal from 
1920 to 1921 and graduating, I returned to Marquette 
to teach for 2 years. I had 30 some pupils each year and 
truly enjoyed them. 

I enjoyed my years in Marquette High School as 
a pupil, as well as my teaching years there!

The 1st and 2nd grades of Marquette School in 1921 and 1922 taught by 
Julia Shaneyfelt Hanson. There were approximately thirty pupils in he 
combined classes. 


History of MarquettesThe Town 


Early in 1882, the Lincoln Land Company pur 
chased 100 acres from J.W. Marquis, and proceeded t 
survey and plot a town. It was given the name 
"Marquette" in honor of the general attorney for the 
CB&Q Railroad, Thomas Marquette. The land com- 
pany named the main street "Marquis Avenue” in honor 
of the original land owner. 

Some of the early businesses included severa 
general merchandise stores, a drug store, a harnes 
shop, a blacksmith and wagon maker, a lumberyard, a 
implement store, a flour mill, a creamery which made 
cheese, three grain elevators, two hotels, a restaurant, 
hardware and furniture store, and a saloon. You coull 
even buy a casket at one of the general stores, and O.7 
Greer, who ran the tin shop, was the undertaker. Th 
town also had a newspaper, a doctor, a dentist, and: 
veterinarian. 

There was one church in this area, served b 
circuit riders before the railroad had arrived. Once thi 
town was established, that congregation and two other 
built churches. The United Methodists had the onl 
church in town; however, it recently closed on Januar 
23, 1994 because of a declining membership. There ar 
twocountry churches nearby; St. John's Lutheran Chure 
and Mamre Evangelical Church. 

The Village of Marquette was incorporated i 
March 1889. The governing body was, and still is, ' 
board of trustees consisting of five elected officials. 

Fires in 1906 and 1910 destroyed a number ¢ 
buildings on both sides of the main street. Marquette 
records were destroyed, making the complete record ¢ 
our town impossible to verify.

Marquette High School 
Grows... 
1920-1929 


In the year 1920-1929, the school seemed to 
develop more. Marquette High School now had a boys 
and girls basketball teams and a baseball team. The 
1926-1927 girls and boys basketball teams were quite 
successful in winning honors in their chosen sport. The 
addition of these extra-curricular activites added diver- 
sity to the school environment and atmosphere. 

We have received several pieces of information 
on this time period, and are only capable of showing bits 
and pieces of it. 

Opal Funkhouser Conger has vivid memories 
of Marquette High School. She started to attend 
Marquette High School in 1927. Opal enjoyed the 
classes, and she attended most of the basketball games 
in the old gym in the basement. 

We also received a letter from Ellen Esakson 
Rhodes that gives present day readers a taste of what 
school was like in the 1920's. 


I have very fond memories of Marquette High School, 
which I attended in 1924-1928. I was no “painted 
angel” through these years as anyone my age, who was 
in school at the same time will tell you. Never the less, 
I studied hard, graduated with honors and took profes- 
sional training and went on to Kearney State College 
the following summer. I played basketball all 4 years. 
One year we won the county tournament. Discipline 
was Strict in those years, and students respected their 


teachers, and were punished for disobedience. For | 


instance, one warm day several of us decided to to skip 
school after lunch. We felt very smug until the next 
morning coming back to school, we were met by the 
teachers and told we were expelled until we had excuses 
written by our parents. In those days that wasn't easy 
to come by as parents upheld the teachers. For me, it 
took some pleading for my parents to say, "You go back 
to school and don't let this happen again." Fun days 
and serious days but good memories!

Student's Achievements... 
1930-1939 


Marquette High School made its impact in the Conference scene as the school 
took trophies in 1932, 1934, 1935, and 1937. MHS students earned honors in tennis, 
basketball, baseball, and drama as they excelled in both the academic and athletic 
fields. 

During the mid-1930's, the town of Marquette entered the newscasting field 
as they created The Marquette News. The newspaper included sports, area news, 
business advertisements, political gossip, and the ever-popular comic section. 

The Thirties were a rough time for all who lived on the Great Plains. The 
Great Depression of the early Thirties reached the Midwest last and was accompa- 
nied by the devastation brought by the dust bowl. Students and faculty reminisced 
in the letters they sent us about the wind and dust storms that would suddenly strtke 
on a hot, clear afternoon. A frequent, more pleasing memory was that of the 
chocolate cake or the plate of cookies a friend's mother would have after children 
ventured home from a long day at school. 

Some students often walked to school, but others who lived farther away, had 
the privilege to ride to school in the newly acquired school bus. This innovation in 
school transportation was driven by Fred Hilligas or Rick Fenster. Fred Hilligas was 
a previous graduate of MHS!!

For those of us who entered Marquette High 
School in the fall of 1931, it was the best of times anc 
it was the worst of times. During the four years we 
attended high school there was drought, dust storms, 
and the depression. At the same time there was 
youthful enthusiasm, the excitement of new experi- 
ences, and the building of life-long friendships among 
the classmates of the class of '35. 

For a country boy of 14 who had attended a 
one-room rural school, the two-story brick building 
with its tubular fire escape was impressive and 
somewhat intimidating. So with a school drivers 
permit and an old used car that could be left at 
grandmother's house, the transition from an eighth- 
grade class of two to a freshman high school class of 
25 seemed like a big leap into the unknown. 

With little money and limited budgets, we 
used stencils and mimeographs to publish the school 
paper. Decorations for school banquets and parties 
involved generous use of crepe paper and little else. 
Our basketball team was pretty good but we could 
never beat Stockham, but our baseball team won a 
couple of conference championships. These were 
the only two sports that the school had at that time. 

Our Class is approaching its 60th Anniver- 
sary in 1995, and although the school is closed and 
the building gone, the loyalities, the memories, and 
the friendship remain strong. Hopefully the class of 
‘35 can renew ties, memories, and friendships with 
a bang-up reunion in ‘95.

L.C. Lindgren Dies Suddenly 


Friends of Marquette and elsewhere in Hamilton 
county were shocked when word reached here of the 
sudden death of Leonard C. Lindgren, 41, which occurred 
last Friday evening at Tekamah while he was attending the 
football game, being played between that town and Wa- 
hoo where he has been serving as principal of the high 
school. Mr. Lindgren, who had accompanied the team to 
Tekamah, was apparently in his usual health, and when he 
went into the dressing room between halves he was 
suddenly stricken and passed away at once. 

The Lindgren family was very popular in the 
Marquette community where he had spent 15 years with 
the Marquette school. He served as principal for four 
years, and after an absence of two years returned there as 
superintendent for 11 years. The family moved to Wahoo 
in the fall of 1942. 

During the last 12 years, he has devoted his time 
and talents to the teaching profession, first at Marquette, 
Neb., and then at Wahoo. Mr. Lindgren died at Tekamah, 
Nebr., last Friday evening, September 17, 1943, and was 
therefore at his death 41 years and 25 days old. 





Memories

If I let my mind wander, I can see 
the stairs just inside the front door, the stairs leading 
up to the high school auditorium and the classrooms, 
Each day was busy with classes, but I loved the 
activity. My special memories were those of the times 
I spent in music related activities. God blessed me 
with the ability to sing, and I enjoyed every opportu- 
nity to use my voice. The times I sang in the high 
school chorus and in the district music contests were 
especially memorable. 

I'll always have a special place in my heart for 
my eight classmates. I'll never forget how we all cried 
the night we graduated, probably because we finally 
made it and also because we cared about one another. 
also appreciated each one of my teachers. They gave 
their time and abilities to further my education.

Success in the 1950's 


As we move through the decades of Marquette 
history we come to the middle of the twentieth century; 
the 1950's. Marquette's success during the 50's spanned 
not only through the athletic competition but also the 
scholastic field. The feeling of pride and success was 
felt throughout the high school as trophy after trophy 
was rewarded to MHS during the 1950's. Sports and 
scholastics was not the main event on the calender year 
after year. Chorus, concerts, journalism, the everyday 
stress of homework, and graduation occupied conver- 
sations and minds of the Marquette students as well. 

The Marquette Cubs made an outstanding im- 
pact on the Central Nebraska Conference. The Cub's 
boys won CNC first place in baseball in ' 59 and 
basketball in 1955. While the boy's teams showed 
success in their sports the girls made even a bigger 
showing on the conference scene. During the 1950's the 
girls won the CNC championship in softball during the 
'50,'51, and'52 seasons. They also finished second in 
the conference basketball tournament and third in the 
Hordville Basketball Invite. The Cub's success also 


branched from athletics to scholastics and drama. The 
drama success of the Cubs included firsts in ' 51, ' 56, 
and Class B first in 1953. Conference placings were 
also awarded to MHS during 1955, ' 56, ' 57, ' 58 in 
Declamatory; '51,'55 in Commercial; and ' 54, ' 56 in 
Scholastic.

more Outstanding was the heart and skill they showed 
in every game they played on their way to the state 
title. The state championship trophy was well adorned 
in its own case, and would later be joined by another 
in the early 80's; but that is another story. 

During the decade of the 60's the Cubs com- 
piled impressive marks but also learned that winning 
wasn't everything in high school sports. It was the 
pride in their school and community that counted. The 
young women of Marquette won 52 games and lost 82 
in volleyball while the men posted marks of 9 and 5 in 
three years of baseball, 10 and 42 with 2 ties in six 
years of football, and 129 and 94 in basketball.

Nearly 200 happy Marquette townspeople greeted the returning Class D basketball champs Saturday 
tight at the Marquette gym. Sleepy-eyed children, as well as some adults, cheered loudly when the squad 
entered the building at 11 p.m. 

After a flurry of picture taking, the residents offered their verbal congratulations and viewed over the 
giant championship trophy. 

Where to place that trophy had been the conversation of the greeters long before the team arrived. The 
beautiful hand-crafted trophy case, built by a former Marquette student, was full of other trophies and did not 
provide enough room for shelves to clear the new piece. 

The problem Monday was momentarily solved by cutting out the shelf in a smaller case nearby to place 
that trophy and the district tokens. 

Other problems arose throughout tourney-time when basketball fever struck the little town. Marquette 
was all but locked up Thursday when their team went against Cairo. Friday's situation didn't improve the 
complexion, but with the televising of the championship game, several stores were open. 

One Marquette fan had the misfortune of having his car break down enroute to the Friday tilt. After 
distributing his riders in two other passing cars, he continued to the coliseum. Enroute, he was asked if he 
wanted to stop and make arrangements to have his car repaired or towed, he quipped: "Heck no. . . we've got 
to get to the ball game. . . we'll worry. about that later." 

Fans may have noticed coach Lee Penner sitting tightly to the bench in the final stanza of the Sprague- 
Martell clash. It seems he jumped up earlier in the game and ripped the seat out of his pants.

The Memories of the 1980's 


As I take a moment to remember the past, I 
struggle to commit to paper the fondness I feel for my 
small town beginning and the years I spentat Marquette 
High. Memories of Mike Johnston and I inciting 
political debates with Mr. Jacobsen in an attempt to 
squander valuable Trigonometry class time and run- 
ning Mr. Gilson's mandatory five "alpines" for even a 
hint of acknowledgment by a basketball player that 
women Still exist after the final bell rings. 

This final year of Marquette High coincides 
with the year that I will attend our ten year class 
reunion. This school year is also the ten year anniver- 
sary of Mr. Abele leading our football team to 
Marquette's second, and now last, state championship 
ever. Thatwas a proud year when Todd Danhauer and 
I as co-captains accepted the state championship 
trophy from Superintendent Panning. The most piv- 
otal single play thatI remember was the fourth quarter 
extra point attempt against Giltner in which I con- 
nected with Gary Young ona ten yard pass that proved 
to be the difference in our 14-12 victory. That victory, 
when coupled with our final regular season victory 
over McCool Junction, clinched the Crossroads Con- 
ference Championship. 

I also hold very fond memories of my father 
from that year. One of which being when he and I, 
along with many other members of the community, in 
an attempt to keep the semi-final game against Filley 
at home, cleared the football field with rakes and 
shovels twice after snowfalls the evening before and 
the morning of the game. 

Since graduation in 1984, I have graduated 
college from UNL and joined the Naval Civil Engineer 
Corps.
